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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence 
of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of 
which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, 1st 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-13 and 15-22 are rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

In all of the independent claims, 1, 11, 15, 19 and 22, the applicant claims that the 
diagnostic software is enabled to diagnose the computer system without using an operating 
system stored within the computer system. In the portion of the specification dealing with an 
operating system that is not originally residing on the system being diagnosed, however, it is 
stated that "The test run time environment 520 and diagnostic tests 540 are downloaded to 
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memory 213 rather than run from the computer system peripheral disk drive." (Page 14 lines 22- 
23) Therefor in all disclosed embodiments of the applicants invention the operating system being 
run is located in the memory of the computer system being diagnosed.
